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National emergency specifications for 
the design, fabrication and erection of 
ructural steel for buildings were es- 
tablished Sept. 10 by the War Produc: 
tion Board. Outstanding feature of the 
new specifications is a 24,000 lb. per 
sq. in. basic unit stress, as compared 
with a previeus maximum of 20,000, but 
equally significant are several provisions 
of the WPB directive that put the speci- 
fications into effect. 

In the first place, the specifications 
are made mandatory not only for the 
{rmy, Navy, Maritime Commission, 
RFC, National Housing Authority and 
other federal agencies, but for the WPB 
as well. WPB is not a designing agency. 
hut through its L-41 order it controls, 
by its power of approval or disap- 
proval, all private or public construction 
over certain minimum amounts ($1,000 
for commercial buildings, highways and 
utilities, and $5,000 for industrial build- 
ings). Thus virtually every steel build- 
ing job in the country is subject to the 
new specification requirements. 

A second provision of the directive 
requires the person in responsible charge

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Reorganization need seen 
for housing expansion 


Nothing short of a drastic reorgani- 
zation of the housebuilding industry and 
a reorientation of its market viewpoint 
must be faced in order to expand the 


place of housing in our economy, is the 
conclusion reached by the National Re- 
sources Planning Board. 

Outlining its findings in a report en- 
titled “The Role of the Housebuilding 
Industry,” the Board states these possi- 
bilities for immediate action: 

1. Government aid in removing re- 
straints within the housebuilding  in- 
dustry through modification of federal 
antitrust and racketeering laws, and 
strengthening the means for law enforce- 
ment, 

2. Preparation by the federal govern- 
ment of model building codes. 

3. Review of existing methods of cor- 
porate taxation with a view to providing, 
if possible, incentives to capital invest- 
ment and expansion in new enterprises 
such as housebuilding. 

4. Support of the housing market as 
may be needed by the continued pur- 
chase by local housing authorities, under 
a coordinated federal program, of dwell- 
ings for the low-income groups. 

5. Continuance of existing aids to 
mortgage investment supplemented with 
measures designed.to encourage equity 
investment by financial institutions in 
rental housing. 

Improvement for facilities for fi- 
nancing housing in rural areas through 
greater allowances for home values in 
Farm Credit loans, and through the 
greater development of cooperative credit 
institutions for farm house construction 
and repairs along lines initiated by the 
Rural Electrification Administration. 


Pennsylvania Railroad 
extends Baltimore track 


To handle a large increase in freight 
and passenger traffic, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad has begun construction of a 
$1,500,000 improvement to its main 
tracks between North Point, just out- 
side Baltimore, Md., and Bengies—a 
distance of 61% miles. 

The improvement will include con- 
struction of two additional main tracks, 
according to R. C. Morse, vice presi- 
dent of the railroad company. 

Mr. Morse said that during an aver- 
age 24 hours, a train passes over the 
existing two-track section in each di- 
rection virtually every 15 minutes. On a 
recent peak movement day, when nearly 
115,000 passengers were carried over 
the division, 68 passenger trains and 
25 freight trains were operated north- 
bound, and 61 passenger and 28 freight 
trains southbound.

night work must be done, designation of 
‘the safest portions of the building as

At Stage B, plans should be laid for 
future provision of new air raid shelters. 
Blast protection should be provided for 
communication centers and guard rooms. 
; Entrances to the shelter areas should be 

protected; the roof of such areas should 

be strengthened; and protection should 
be provided against flying glass. 

Where the shelter area is a long cor- 
ridor, it should be subdivided by blast- 
proof walls at such intervals that not 
more than 100 people will be stationed 
between walls. Standby power should be 
provided for lighting and pumps, and 
provision should be made for emergency 
water supply and ventilation. 

The preferred blast protection is a 12- 
in. reinforced concrete wall or 13-in. re- 
inforced brickwork. Also acceptable is 
30 in. of sandbags, 24 in. of sand or 
gravel between wood or iron sheathing, 
or 15 in. of mass concrete.

Highway bridge completed at Chester, Ill. 


Completed recently and now in service is 
this steel truss highway bridge over the Mis- 
sissippi River at Chester, Ill., connecting Il- 
linois Route 3 and Missouri Highway 51. 

Construction started in 1940, financed by 
the City of Chester (ENR, March 19, 1942, 
p. 446). 

Over the main channel the bridge is a 1,340 
ft. continuous through truss unit, of two equal 
spans. Trusses are 2817/2 ff., c. fo c. and are 
100 ft. deep over the mid-river pier. The cen- 
tral unit is flanked at each end by a 500 ##. 
continuous deck truss, while the Illinois ap- 
proach is one 60 ft. I-beam span and the 
Missouri approach seven 60 ff. spans of similar 
construction. Overall length is 2,826 ft., and 
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a clearance of 107 ft. is provided at extreme 
low water. 

The mid-river pier and the Missouri pier 
supporting the main trusses were sunk with 
pneumotic caissons and built on rock 100 and 
110 ft., respectively, below low water. Main- 
span erection began at the mid-river pier, and 
was carried out with a derrick barge and two 
derricks mounted on the bridge's floor system 
proceeding in opposite directions. 

The bridge provides a 22 ft. roadway and 
two sidewalks.

Trans-Florida pipeline 
work starts in month 


Construction of the government-owned, 
Carabelle-to-Jacksonville, trans - Florida 
pipeline is scheduled to start on or about 
Oct. 1, and the line is expected to be 
complete by Dec. 15, according to Pe- 
troleum Coordinator Harold L. Ickes. 

On its completion, the 185 mile line 
will begin delivery of 35.000 barrels of 
petroleum products daily to Jacksonville, 
from which point it will be distributed 
by barge along the Atlantic intracoastal 
waterway as far north as Virginia. 

To be constructed entirely of second- 
hand equipment dug up and dismantled 
in Texas (ENR, July 16. p. 76), the 
line is part of a nationwide oil pipeline 
program designed to relieve the present 
oil shortage in the East. 

Some 50 miles of 8-in. pipe have al- 
ready been shipped eastward. An aver- 
age of 30 miles of pipe will be shipped 
each week until the required quantity 
has been moved to location.

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Draft price ceiling order governing 


all non-war construction work 


OPA submits its proposal to construction industry for discussion. 
Ceiling price covers five major factors of contract cost 


The Office of Price Administration 
has finally settled on a draft of its pro- 


posed price ceiling on non-war con- 
struction, Last week it presented the 


draft for discussion to presentatives of 
the construction industry. 

As predicted (ENR, July 9, p. 57), 
the proposed order exempts construction 
contracts or sub-contracts entered into 
with the Army or Navy. In the case of 
such contracts, the contractor must file 
with OPA a statement that he has made 
no purchases at higher than ceiling 
prices. Other federal agencies, appar- 
ently, would be covered. 


The 


ceiling price on construction 
work contracted for on a cost-plus basis 
is set as follows: actual cost of ma- 


terials and supplies; plus labor at the 
rates “in the area of installation” as of last 
July 1; plus actual rentals paid for 
equipment; plus any other direct costs 
including sub-contracts; plus a mark-up 
to overhead, administrative, and 
supervisory costs and profit. If the con- 
tractor did any similar work between 
Jan. 1, 1939, and March 31, 1942, the 
markup he may charge is the markup 
on the most recent such job. If he did 
no comparable work, the maximum 


cover 


markup is what he would have charged 
had he done comparable work—either 
on the basis of his own experience or, 
if this is lacking, that of the industry. 

The ceiling price on contracts on a 
lump-sum or unit price basis, where the 
price is set in advance, is calculated in 
the same way as the cost-plus ceiling 
except that estimated instead of actual 
costs are used. At the end of the job, if 
the actual exceed the estimated 
cost. the OPA order would permit the 
contractor to charge the buyer, if the 
contract so provides, for the additional 
costs up to a maximum of 10 percent. If 
the excess is more than 10 percent, the 
contractor has to take the loss. 

If, on the other hand, the actual costs 
prove than estimated, the contrac- 
tor must refund to the buyer 75 percent 
of the saving.

The proposed price order makes no 
provision for protecting existing con- 
tracts. Hence any construction work un- 
derway at the time the order went 
into effect would have to be re-priced 
in accordance with the order. 

The order has not yet been formally 
issued, and it is of course possible that 
it will be substantially modified. 





Trucks may keep Penn 
Turnpike in black 


Truck traffic on the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike will keep the two-lane, non- 
stop superhighway operating in the 
“black,” Turnpike Commission officials 
said recently, despite a 50 percent drop 
in passenger car travel. 

Thomas J. Evans, acting chairman of 
the commission, said truck travel on the 
160-mile toll road has increased 30 per- 
cent since Dec. 7, with more than 1000 
trucks traveling the turnpike each day 
at present, as compared with 470 per 
day during the first months of operation. 
During August, Evans said that 1026 
trucks used the turnpike daily, 85 per- 
cent of them hauling war materials.

ENGINEERING CONSTRUCTION volume for 
the week totals $206,028.000, more than 
double the $97,311,000 reported for the 
holiday-shortened preceding week, and 
71 percent above the total for the cor- 
responding 1941 week. Federal 
struction makes up 93 percent of the 
week’s volume and tops a year ago by 
134 percent. As a result of the gain in 
federal, public work is 99 percent higher 
than a year ago, despite the 66 percent 
drop in state and municipal construction. 
Private work is 59 percent lower than in 
the week last year. 

The current week’s volume brings 1942 
construction to $7,484,907,000, an in- 
crease of 60 percent over the total for the 
38-week period in 1941. Private con- 
struction, $467,121,000, is 50 percent be- 
low a year ago, but public work is up
